Finally, private life must be ad- 
mitted to have nothing to do with it. 
Most of the screen’s gayest ladies 
have been devoted wives and mothers 
in real life. Ann is no exception. More 
sheltered than most, living quietly 
with her mother until her marriage, 
and now the happy bride of Leslie 
Fenton, no hint of gossip has ever 
touched Ann Dvorak. 

At this point, if the problem is to 
be solved at all, must be taken up 
the consideration of Ann’s real self. 
And it is here that the first glim- 
mering of light begins to shine 
through the darkness. 

Ann has the independent spirit, the 
decisive. personality, of the girls she

I sympathize with 
everyone of that type. And I like to 
play them on the screen.’’ 

**T also believe that audiences like 
them. You see, if they are reckless, 
unconventional, it’s more logical that 
things should happen to them. The 
perfectly nice, careful girls, who con- 
form to set standards, stay at home 
and lead ordinary lives. And audi- 
ences don’t like to see people exactly 
like themselves on the screen—they 
want to be made to understand unus- 
ual people, see different walks of 
life, and, in a nutshell, to be taken 
out of -themselves.’’ 

Ann ealls herself a rebel, I found, 
because she refuses to accept ideas, 
eustoms and rules that come to her 
ready made.
